He Ran Away From School at Flint, 
Mich., end Narrowly Escaped Be- 
ing Crushed by a Train. 


The big headlight of a Missouri Pacific 
train, speeding around the curve near the 
entrance to Union Station Friday night, 
threw its shimmering rays on the figure 
of a young man standing between the 
tracks, not 100 yards ahead. His back was 
turned to the The signal bell 
Clanged, the train crier shouted a dozen 
warnings, but the man remained motion- 
less, as though in a trance. A short 
tance away, apparently oblivious to the im- 
pending tragedy, were several switchmen. 

The engineer tried to stop the train, 
without success. Suddenly a lump of coal 
Was smashed at the man’s feet, the frag- 
ments simKing him on the head. 

A second iater he was gazing viankly at 
the powerfui iocomotive, as it passed the 
Spol where he had stood. 

He trembled in every timb, and when the 
yardsmen rushed to him he uttered not 
a word. They plied him with questions, 
but he made no reply. They could see 
thut he was moving his fingers. 

He was deat and dumb. A lantern 
procurea and the young man wrote: 

“lam a coal heaver. 1 didn’t Know the 
train was com.ng.”’ His face was black 
With coai dust, and at first .t was thougnt 
he was a negro. He was taken to the sta- 
tion, Where ne was handed a slip of paper 
containing several questions. 

His repiies reveaiea a pathetic story. 

“lL am 18 years’old,’’ he wrote, “and 
never saw nor heard of my father or moth- 
er. All I Know is that at 2 years of age | 
wus picked up a waif on the streets of 
Detroit. From all 1 could learn I 
thrown in a gutter and left to die. 

Said 1 was nearly dead when found. 
sent to the State deaf and dumb asylum at 
Flint, Mich. 

“So far as I can remember I could 
never hear or speak. I was in the institu- 
tion at Flint, Mich., up to three weeks ago. 
Having a pretty fair education I felt I 
could go out and earn my own living. The 
Superintendent thought differently. I made 
up my mind to escape, and I did. I boarded 
a freight train at Flint, Mich., and landed 
in Chicago the next day. I was afraid to 
Stay in that city, and at the first chance 
I was off for St. Louis on a stock train. 
I arrived here Oct. 2 at midnight. You 
ask my name. I haven't any. All I was 
ever known by at school was ‘Mack.’ I 
got a job shoveling coal down the yards, 
and want to keep it.” 

The letter was a splendid 
penmanship. 

“He is so well educated,” Matron 
Hunter, “that it is a pity he cannot use 
his talents. It is an unusually sad case.” 

Policeman ‘Kassaing took charge of the 
youth and got him lodging.

I am told by an expert that 
a plant can be got ready for operation by We 
city before Jan. 1, 1900. It is not unlikeiy 
that the board wilil, as its next step, pre- 
pare an ordinance providing for m uficipal 
ownership of a lighting plant. The first 
lighting bill was submitted to the Council 
in April, 1896, more than two years ago, 
and since then we have prepared nearly 2 
more, each of them being rejected.’’ 

Mr. MeMath was asked who would bene- 
fit by such an ordinance as he said the 
Council wanted prepared. 

“Certainly the city wouldn’t benefit,’’ he 
said. ‘Some of the Councilmen might be 
benefited by it.’

NAPOLEON’S DRUMMER BOY. 
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JOSEPH HEBERT, WHO WAS AT 
WATERLOO,. DIES AT THE 
AGE OF 101. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Joseph Hebert, once a 
drummer boy in Napoleon's army, died at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. Chenier, 
620 West Congress street, at the age of 101 
years. Death was the result of a severe 
cold which the old man contracted about a 
week ago. Mr. Hebert was born at Three 
Rivers, Quebec, Dec. 30, 1797, and is the eld- 
est of 19 children. At the age of 14 Hebert 
was imbued with the idea that war was 
just the thing for him, and accordingly 
after obtaining his father’s consent he en- 
listed in Napoleon’s army. 

He was with the great General during the 
four years in which he engaged in war and 
often in latter years gathered visitors about 
him to whom he would recount his trials 
and adventures during campaign life under 
Napoleon. After Napoleon's final defeat at 
Waterloo, Mr, Hebert returned to Canada 
and engaged in farming upon his father’s 
jarge estate, and it is to the rugged life 
he led during his years as a farmer that he 
attributed his ripe old age. Mr. Hebert has 
two brothers’and two sisters living near 
his old home in Canada. He was the father 
of ten children, four of whom are still liv. 
ing. He came to Chicago [8 years ago and 
has since livedsawith his daughter, Mrs 
Chenier.

Coach Woodruff, the inventor and world- 
famous defender of the guards-back for- 
mation, positively states that he will rely 
on his favorite method to win the game. 
He means to hammer the Harvard team 
into a state of helpless exhaustion and 
then to walk or run over their prostrate 
forms to a winning score. He figures that 
Harvard's defense may stop these fierce 
attacks for a time, but that a continuous 
application of this severe liniment will 
blister their abilities into a stupor. 

There is no question but that Penn is 
weaker than last year. She has no won- 
derful kicker to ‘help her out of tight 
places, no man who can drop a goa} from 
the field or any dodger who can circle 
the end with certainty. The gains that 
are intended to be made will be déne by 
combinations aimed with terrific speed at 
what seems to be weak points and each 
man will put into such plays every ounce 
of his strength. 

Harvard has known from the start of the 
season just what kind of a game Pennsyl- 
vania will play. She has had every oppor- 
tunity of studying this guards-back for- 
mation, and by this time should have a 
good defense for it. It is not difficult to 
stop. It needs merely a drop in front of the 
mass, which acts as a tripper and piles up 
the players in a heap. It takes some nerve 
to do titis and also exhausts the players. If 
her training has been rightly carried out 
and her coaches have grasped the situation 
with suitable directness, it would not be 
hard for an outsider to figure out Harvard 
as a probable winner. She lacks guards who 
can compete with Hae‘and McCracken, but 
the rest of her line is not inferior to her 
friends from Philadelphia. Her quarterback 
is a better article than ther opponents and 
her thalf backs and full backs are decidedly 
superior to the opposing aggregation. It 
would seem that, under these circum- 
stances, she has the best chance to win out 
in to-day’s game. She has her chance to 
let loose a heavy line bucker in Reid and 
two swift dodgers in Dibble and Kendall. 
Reid can also outpunt his rival, so that 
back of the line the crimson has a decided 
advantage. 

Year after year Harvard has turned out 
good teams, players who at other perepee 
would have won renown and games, Dut 
who failed to do it at this center of cul- 
ture. There ia something lacking, not so 
much in their system, but in their spirit; 
they seem to be good only when they are 
winning and cannot face adversity with 
sufficient sand and pluck to overcome it. 
It is there that Harvard has lost time and 
time again. Take their games against Yale 
and there can be brought up many ex- 
amples where the crimson players were 
superior physically, but to the surprise of 
everyone they made a fiasco of their game 
and gave in to the bulldog policy of Yale. 
It is this characteristic that makes an 
opinion on the result of to-day’s game an 
uncertainty. oa 

A comparison of the two teams favors 
Harvard, but that by no means indicates 
that she will win. There always seems to 
occur some opportunity which she misses, 
some mistake of generalship that is costly 
Or a general weakening of aggressiveness 
that see her leave the field vanquished 
when perhaps she ought to have won. No 
one can blame a football expert for -be- 
lieving that it takes a Harvard team of 
twice the ability of her opponents to se- 
cure a victory, for history has proved such 
a fact to be true. : 

Still there is bound to come {Into a inan’s 
mind in studying the pros and cons of foct- 
ball work the idea, the conviction, In fact. 
that some day Harvard will surprise the 
malcontents Some day she will live up 
to the form she shows in pract*ée and wil] 
break loose from the discouraging features 
that have hitherto marked: her play tn the 
big games. It may come to-day. Certainly 
she never had a better chance to win, and 
if the college from Philadelphia carries 
away the flag she will do it because the 
wrong methods, the wrong coaching, the 
wrong generalship is still followed in the 
town of Boston.

RUHLIN OUTFOUGHT CHOYNSKI.

In the Lenox Athletic Club Joe Gans of 
Baltimore Outfought Kid 
McPartland. 


There were two surprise parties in the 
fighting line last night. 

Joe Choynski had the worst of it in his 
six-round bout with Gus Ruhlin at Phila- 
delphia. 

One dispatch from there announces that 
Ruhlin used Choynski as a football and 
had the best of it all through. 

Another says that Choynski had a broken 
hand and went in the ring only because 
he did not care to disappoint the crowd 
that had gathered to see the mill. They 
went the six rounds, but, as usual] in 
bouts before the Arena, no decision was 
rendered. 

Before the Lenox Athletic Club of New 
York, Joe Gans, the colored boxer of Bal- 
timore, was given the decision over Kid 
McPartland. They went the 25 rounds. 
McPartland was a big favorite before time 
was called and his defeat was a great 
blow to the talent. 


Those who have follbwed the career of 
Ruhlin and Madden have always felt that 
sooner or later Ruhlin would make his 
mark in the pugilistic world. Those who 
saw Ruhlin box half a dozen men in Bt. 
Louis, polishing them all off easily and with- 
out extend.ng himself a little bit, felt that 
some day he would hold his own with the 
best of them. His W-round bout with Mc- 
Coy proved the man was game, 
but his defeat in a _ single round by 
Sharkey sent his stock down rapidly. He 
claimed that the knockout blow’ which 
Sharkey landed was a “fluke” and his 
showing against Choynski makes it appear 
as though Sharkey was in luck sure enough 
when-he won from him ina single round. 


Opinion on the outcome of the Corbett- 
Sharkey fight is veering around in New 
York and Sharkey {ts now likely to enter the 
ring a favorite. The apparent defeat of 
Choynski by KRuhlin last night will send 
Sharkey ‘stock up several points. Ruhlin 
fought 20 rounds with McCoy and beat 
Cheynski, while Sharkey put Ruhlin out 
in a single round. This proves Sharkey a 
wonder sure enough. 


One thing is certain, Sharkey will be in 
magnificent condition when the meets Cor- 
bett, One who saw him at his training 
quarters recently says: 

“Sharkey, after putting on a gaudy set 
of pink fleshlings, came into the gymna- 
sium and began punching the bag. The 
sailor is a very good bag puncher for a 
heavyweight, and as he is a terrible hitter, 
every blow could be heard fully a block 
away. At the end of every three minutes 
O Rourke, who timed him, would eall 
“time,’’ and Sharkey would rest for a min- 
ute. He fought the bag. ten rounds, and 
although he went at it at a-fast gait he 
did not seem a bit fatigued at the finish. 

“His next work was to skip around the 
gymnasium with one-pound dumb-bells— 
one in each hand. Sharkey’s foot work 
during this exercise was a surprise to 
those who were looking on, and during 
the 20 minutes which he kept it up he did 
excellent work. 

“The next turn on the menu—the one 
which both Armstrong and McCormick 
dread—came along. Armstrong and Mce- 
Cormick would sooner do anything else in 
the line of training than box with Sharkey, 
who goes at them in the same manner he 
does when he fights. Armstrong was se- 
lected by O'Rourke to first don the mitts 
with Sharkey, agd the way in which the 
latter sent in hi} terri blows on Arm- 
strong’s face, b ry and jaw almost made 
him turn white. They boxed fully 10 min- 
utes, and as Armstrong began to grow tired 
from Sharkey’s storm of blows O’Rourke 
called time and Armstrong had both gloves 
off before Sharkey had taken é@ff one-glove. 
Armstrong hobbled around the floor for 
several minutes before he could get his 
wind, while Sharkey skipped around so as 
to keep up the perspiration which showed 
on his body and face. 

“McCormick by this time had donned the 
gloves, and he and Sharkey began to slug 
away at each other. O’ Rourke showed Shar- 
key how to break clean from a clinch and 
also guard his.face at the same time. After 
boxing for eight minutes and wrestling for 
five minutes O'Rourke called a halt and 
Sharkey began to work at the wrist ma- 
chine. He stayed at his work for ovef 15 
minutes and then went Back to the bag 
which he punched for 10 more rounds. 

“This ended Sharkey’s hard work for the 
day, and after a shower bath and a good 
rub down he retired to his hotel, where he 
ate a hearty supper.” 


Fitzs!mmons has fought both Corbett and 
Sharkey, and therefore should be in a posi- 
tion to give a@ valuable tip about the com- 
ing fight. He tips Corbett to win, and many 
will back Corbett on the strength of it. 
They should remember that fighters’ “tips’’ 
are the worst that ever happened. When 
Corbett beat Sullivan there was not a prize 
fighter in America but that picked Sullivan 
as a sure winner. 


Corbett declares that he never felt so con- 
fident of winring a fight as this one. In 
an open letter to the New York World on 
this subject Corbett says, among other 
things: “I, of course, expect to win, and, 
as Iam stronger at the present dav than 
IT have been for a long time, I will ve 
Sharkey as hard a punching as he ever 
received before. A victory over Sharkey 
means a great deal for me. In the first 
place {t will allow me to claim the cham- 
pionship of the world. Fitzsimmons has 
refused to fight me again, or, in fact, any 
other fighter who has challenged him. No 
one, therefore, will question my claim to 
the title. Iam only too willing to fight 
Fitzsimmons, as every one knows, but as I 
feel certain there fs not a chance on earth 
of Fitz giving me another battle, I intend 
to go right down the line and firht all the 
heavy weights who may challenge after my 
fight with Sharkey. I feel in excellent shape 
for Sharkey, and when I enter the ring with 
him I .Will satisfy my friends that I have 
trained as faithfully for this fight as I ever 
did before. I was never so confident of win- 
ning a fight in all my life. I have already 
fought ®harkey and, asT am well acquaint- 
ed with his tactics, I will not be puzzled by 
his fighting In the least.’’

TRIBUTE TO COL, WARING. 


Major Franklin Moore of Upper Alton 
Speaks Touchingby. 

Mai. Franklin Moore of Upper Alton, a 
feteran of the civil war, has written a 
short sketch of his acquaintance with Col, 
George E. Waring, late civil engineer and 
Street Commiss.oner in New York City. 
who was an acquaintance and comrade of 
the Major's in the war. The sketch is the 
tribute of. one soldier to another, and is 
very touching. The Major says: 

“When Col War.ng was in command of 
the First Brigade, Second Div.sion, Six- 
teenth Army Corps, my battalion, the Sec- 
ond Illinois Ca®alry, was in that famous 
brigade. Col. Waring and I advised, slept 
and tented togetRker during the winter of 
1868-64. He was cautious in making his

said city within the time prohibited in Sec- 
tion 1 of this ordinance, unless there exists a 
reasonable necessity therefor. Any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall, 
on conviction, be fined in any sum not erx- 
ceeding $1 nor more than $10 for each of- 
fense, and stand committed until such fine 
and costs are paid. 


Sec. 8 prov'des that policemen shall arrest 
all children found violating section 1, but 
that all children arrested under the ordinance 
shall be taken home, and not to a station 
house, unless the parents or guardians refuse 
to be responsible for them. 

Sec. 4 provides that judges shall inquire 
into the facts in the event of actual arrests, 
and if the prisoners have homes, take such 
action as other laws dictate. 
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MARKETS FULL OF GAME. 


St. Louis Leads the World in Rabbits 
and Quails. 


St. Louis is the greatest market on earth 
for quails and rabbits. And never before 
were there such quantities of this species 
of game as now fill the markets. 

Washington, New York, Boston and all 
large cities. draw on St. Louis for quails. 
Though the season has been open for only 
four or five days, the markets are flooded 
with this favorite bird, and dealers say 
they will grow more plentiful as the season 
progresses. 

Nat Wetzel, president of the Western 
Poultry Association Co., says the hke of 
quail has never before been known. He 
attributes this to the recent mild winters 


'and to the stringent game laws that have 


been in force. The quail came from all 
over the State of Missouri and the Illinois 
prairies. They sell now for about 40 cents 
they will be after awhile, and they will be 
cheaper. 

Prairie chickens come from Nebraska, 
Kansas and Dakota. They are plentiful and 
bring about $7 a dozen. 

Ducks of all kinds are in the market and 


will be there the rest of the season, The |; 


birds fiy with the season, but the game 
men follow them up. Canvas backs are 
the choicest and bring about $8 a dozen. 
Mallards and red heads can be bought for 
$3.50 and $4, while teal can be bought for 
$2.50 and wood ducks for $2.25. 

Wild turkeys are plent.ful and can be 
had for from 1214 to 15 cents a pound. This 
fow! hails from Southern Missouri. 

Jack snipes are a Missouri product and 
can be bought for §$2.50 a dozen. 

Plover are brought all the way from 
Southwest Texas and sell for $2.50 per 
dozen. Reed birds, the kind that Grover 
Cleveland is so fond of shooting, are shipped 
in from Maryland and sell for $1.2 per 
dozen. 

Venison comes from Arkansas, Missouri 
and Minnesota. The last named State fur- 
nishes the choicest. Venison can be bought 
in a Wholesale way at 12% cents a pound, 
but a saddle of it costs 22 to 25 cents a 
pound. There are plenty of deer in the 
Missouri swamps, but there is so much 
water tne hunters cannot get at them. 

tabbits are here in any quantity. St. 
Louis beats the world on rabbits. They are 
shipped in from Missouri and Illinois, and 
bring $1 and $1.50 per dozen. 

Pheasants come from Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, and are scarce at $6 per dozen. 

Missouri, Arkansas and Minnesota fur- 
nish St. Louis with bear meat. It is scarce 
and comes high at 22 to % cents per pound. 

Opossums are plentiful and sell all the 
way from 10 to 40 cents. Raccoons usually 
bring 0 cents. : 

English pheasants are the highest-priced 
game on the market. They are imported 
and cost $18 to $20 per dozen. German 
grouse, also imported, may be bought for 
$450 a dozen. 

Woodcock are shipped in from Ohio and 
sell at $7 per dozen. 

Mr, Wetzel says the woods are full of 
tame turkeys, chickens and geese. Dealers 
never saw poultry so plentiful. Prices will 
range low. Turkey may be bought at re- 
tail now for 126 eents per pound. Chick- 
ens bring about 2 cents a pound less.

THE STYLE OF WRITING. 


Supt. Soldan and Director Greene Can't 
Get Together. 


Superintendent of Schools F. Louls Soildan 
has taken issue with Director Albert B. 
Greene on the quéstion of vertical writing, 
over which a controversy hae arisen in the 
Chicago school. 

Prof. Soldan has enumerated several rea- 
sons why he prefers the vertical to the 
Spencerian, viz.: Because beginners always 
show a tendency to write vertically; it is 
easier on the eyes because the paper is 
directly in front of the writer: it 4 more 
legible; both eyes are used equally; it is 
learned more quickly and stooping ia not 
necessary because both hands are pha: ed on 
the table.
